I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
Little  Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st  1953. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 


The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres.  The  estimated  population 
is  4,756,  compared  with  4?  791  in  the  1951  census.  There  are  1,647 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district,  as  against  1,630  in  1952.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The  rateable  value  of 
the  district  is  £23,508?  and  the  sum  raised  by  a  penny  rate  is  approxi¬ 
mately  £87. 

Social  conditions  are  reasonably  good,  and  unemployment  is  practi¬ 
cally  non-existent.  The  district  is  chiefly  industrial  in  character, 
the  main  industries  being  cotton  weaving,  pap-^r  making,  ebonite  and 
plastics  manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing,  and  dairy  fanning. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1953  was  8l,  as  against 
64  in  1952.  This  figure  is  made  up  of  54  males  and  27  females.  There 
were  two  illegitimate  births,  both  of  which  were  males.  The  birth-rate 
is  17.2  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  13.6  in  1952?  and  a  mean 
rate  of  16.1  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  birth-rate  for  England 
and  Wales  in  1953  was  15 » 5 • 

Still  Births 


There  were  five  still  births  in  1953?  made  up  of  three  males  and 
two  females.  One  of  the  male  still  births  was  illegitimate.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  58  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  15  in 
1952?  and  a  mean  rate  of  36  for  the  previous  five  years. 


Deaths 


The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1953  was  71.  This  number 
comprises  36  rales  and  35  females.  This  is  an  increase  of  six  on  the 
figure  for  1952.  The  death-rate  for  1953  is  15*4  per  1>000  of  popula¬ 
tion,  as  against  14.1  for  1952?  and  a  mean  rate  of  15.8  for  the  previous 
five  years.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1953  was  11. 4.  The 
average  age  at  death  was  62  years  for  mnles  and  64  years  for> females. 

Infantile  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year,  in  1953? 
was  two,  both  being  males,  and  the  same  number  as  in  1952.  This  is 
equal  to  a  rate  of  25  per  1,000  of  live  births,  as  against  31  for  1952, 
and  a  mean  rate  of  40  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  infantile  mor¬ 
tality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1953  was  26.8. 


Maternal  Mortality 

There  were  two  maternal  deaths  in  1953?  as  against  none  in  1952. 
This  gives  a  rate  of  23.26  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a 
Nil  rate  in  1952,  and  a  mean  rate  of  4.65  for  the  previous  five  years. 
The  Maternal  Mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1953  was  0.10  per 
1,000  of  total  births.

Midwifery  Services 

There  are  no  resident  midwives  in  the  district,  hut  there  are 
three  midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  hy  the  County  Council 
All  three  are  resident  in  Farnworth,  and  are  available  for  the  Little 
Lever  area.  They  are  readily  accessible,  as  all  three  are  on  the 
telephone  and  have  cars.  The  service  provided  by  them  has  been  highly 
satisfactory,  and  has  given  cause  for  no  complaints. 

As  in  previous  years,  many  cases  go  to  the  Bolton  District  General 
Hospital  and  to  other  Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district,  but  quite 
a  number  of  confinements  occurred  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.

There  were  four  deaths  from  Gancer  in  1953?  compared  with  six  in 
1952.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  O.84  per  1,000  of  population,  as 
against  1.25  in  1952?  and  a  mean  rate  of  2.02  for  the  previous  five 
years.

District  Nursing 

There  is  one  District  Nurse  resident  in  the  district.  She  has 
fully  maintained  the  very  high  standards  of  previous  years,  and  has 
at  all  times  given  devoted  and  unstinting  service  to  all  who  have  had 
occasion  to  need  her  help. 


Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services 


The  district  is  adequately  served  in  the  matter  of  hospital  accom¬ 
modation,  and  no  real  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  getting 
patients  admitted  to  hospital  when  necessary.  Once  again,  however,  it 
has  to  he  recorded  that  there  is  still  some  delay  in  certain  depart¬ 
ments  of  the  Hospitals  Out-Patients  Organisation,  in  obtaining  appoint¬ 
ments  for  consultations. 

The  ambulance  service  has  again  functioned  very  well,  and  there 
have  been  no  causes  for  complaint.  Urgent  cases  have  always  been 
attended  to  in  a  most  efficient  and  expeditious  manner,  and  there  has 
been  at  all  times  the  fullest  co-operation  with  the  general  practi¬ 
tioners  in  the  district.

Sanitary  Inspections 

During  1953?  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
sanitary  inspections  was  260.  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  90  defects 
or  nuisances  were  discovered.  Of  these,  64  were  abated  through  the 
issuing  of  16  informal  notices,  and  7  statutory  notices.  No  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  were  required. 

Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
condition.

Sanitary  Inspections  (continued) 

There  are  now  only  four  dairy  farms  in  the  district.  The  milk 
produced  from  these  farms  has  "been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

Factories  and  workshops  have  "been  periodically  inspected,  and 
their  condition  has  been  found  to  he  satisfactory. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  inspected  from  time  to  time,  and  have 
been  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  fairly  satisfactory  state.  There  is, 
however,  room  for  considerable  improvement  in  the  handling  and  display 
of  foodstuffs.  Owners  of  shops,  and  employees,  have  been  instructed 
as  to  the  vital  importance  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  foodstuffs. 
It  is  expected  that  the  Model  Byelaws  for  Food  Hygiene  will  be  adopted 
in  the  near  future,  and  that,  as  a  result,  considerable  improvement  will 
be  effected. 


Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board's  mains, 
and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the  number  of  houses 
with  a  piped  supply  being  1,647-  During  1953 >  16  Bacteriological  exami¬ 
nations  were  made  from  the  raw  water,  and  all  were  satisfactory.  In 
addition,  of  the  water  going  into  supply,  where  treatment  is  installed, 

135  Bacteriological  examinations  were  made,  one  of  which  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  30  chemical  examinations  were  made,  all  of  which  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  comes  from  reservoirs  into  which  upland  surface-wate: 
flows.  All  waters  are  chlorinated,  and  any  water  with  a  plumbo-solvent 
action  is  lime  treated. 

During  the  year,  117  yards  of  3-inch  main  were  installed  for  ser¬ 
vicing  new  houses. 


Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  were  quite  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening,  sedimentation 
and  filtration.  No  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  were  carried  out 
in  1953-  Samples  of  the  effluent  from  the  sewage  works  have  been  taken 
and  tested  by  the  Inspectors  of  the  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  from  time 
to  time,  and  have  been  classified  as  satisfactory. 

There  are  still  seven  houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage 
systems,  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  impracticable  for  sewers  to  be 
laid  down  for  them. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  inspected  periodically.  Sewers 
have  been  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned,  and  measures  have  been  taken 
to  keep  rats  under  control. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council's  covered  motor  wagon. 
Collections  are  made  each  week  in  the  winter  months,  and  each  fortnight 
during  the  summer  months.  There  are  now  only  two  privy  closets  in  the 
district,  and  these  are  emptied  at  fortnightly  intervals.  Such  cess¬ 
pools  as  there  are,  are  kept  in  order  by  their  owners.  The  refuse 
collected  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Council's  tip. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke  Abate¬ 
ment  Committee.  The  time-limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two 
minutes  per  half-hour.  There  are  fifteen  factory  and  works  chimneys 
in  the  district,  and  four  observations  were  made  on  these  during  the 
year,  but  no  legal  proceedings  were  required.  Personal  contact  is 
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Atmospheric  Pollution  (continued) 

maintained  with  works  managers  and  firemen  in  the  effort  to  keep 
atmospheric  pollution  down  to  a  minimum,  and  as  a  result  of  this 
contact,  willing  co-operation  has  "been  encountered  from  all  those 
concerned. 


Housing

Housing  Conditions 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  reasonably  good. 
The  prevailing  type  of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage  containing  two 
bedrooms.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  about  900  of  this  type  in  the 
district,  but  there  are  still  some  200  of  these  which  are  well  below  the 
general  standard.  The  main  defects  in  these  houses  are  dampness,  low 
ceilings,  old  age,  absence  of  bathrooms,  poor  water-pressure,  inadequate 
sanitary  conveniences,  absence  of  hot-water  systems,  and  bad  siting. 

They  are  relics  of  the  days  when  houses  were  built  cheaply  but  with  little 
or  no  consideration  for  the  future  development  of  the  district.  Very 
many  of  them  are  more  than  a  hundred  years  old,  and  most  of  them  have 
been  allowed  to  fall  into  a  dilapidated  condition  through  lack  of  proper 
maintenance.  Some  of  them  could  be  made  into  decent  houses,  but  most  of 
them  would  require  unreasonable  expenditure  to  make  them  fit,  and  are 
therefore  Only  fit  for  demolition. 


As  no  new  houses  were  built  in  1953,  the  list  of  people  waiting  for 
a  new  house  is  still  considerable.  It  is  estimated  that  about  500  new 
houses  of  all  types  are  required  in  the  district  to  replace  the  old 
houses  which  fall  below  the  general  standard,  and  to  house  those  persons 
who  have  real  need  of  a  house  of  their  own.  A  scheme  has  been  adopted 
for  erecting  26  flats  and  26  maisonettes,  but  this  will  not  be  started 
before  1954* 


The  orying  need  of  the  district  remains,  as  before,  the  building 
of  three-  and  four-bedroomed  houses,  along  with  bungalows  or  flats  for 
the  elderly  people. 


No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported,  but  there  are  still 
too  many  cases  of  young  married  couples  living  with  parents  through  not 
being  able  to  set  up  their  own  homes.

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Town  Planning 

The  Council  have  a  representative  on  the  Divisional  Planning 
Committee  set  up  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947.  There 
is  full  co-operation  on  the  part  of  the  Council  with  this  Committee, 
with  the  result  that  every  effort  is  made  to  keep  local  planning  in 
line  with  County  Planning. 


Disinfection 


Nineteen  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year,  after  notifications 
of  infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Formaldehyde  Vapour  in  the 
sealed  room  of  the  house. 

In  addition,  one  Council  house  found  to  he  infested,  was  disinfested 
by  Zaldecide  D.D.T.  After  disinfestation  has  been  carried  out,  regular 
visits  and  inspections  are  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  order  to 
ensure,  as  far  as  is  possible,  that  re-infestation  does  not  occur. 


Vaccination  and  Diphtheria  Immunisation 

As  in  previous  years,  immunisations  and  re-immunisations  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  year.  Again  it  is  a  matter  for  gratification 
that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  1953. 

During  the  year,  22  children  under  the  age  of  five  years  were 
immunised,  whilst  a  further  12  children  were  re-immunised.  These 
figures  compare  very  badly  with  the  figures  for  1952?  when  the  total 
number  of  immunisations  and  re-immunisations  was  67.  It  would  appear 
that  parents  of  young  children  are  getting  too  complacent  about  the 
danger  of  Diphtheria.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised  that 
children  who  are  not  immunised  run  a  very  real  risk  of  contracting  the 
disease,  and  it  is  vitally  important  that  parents  of  young  children 
should  consider  it  their  duty  to  have  the  children  immunised  in  their 
first  year  of  life,  and  re-immunised  on  reaching  school  age. 

During  the  early  part  of  the  year,  a  few  cases  of  Smallpox  were 
found  in  districts  not  far  away,  and  in  spite  of  the  statements  made 
by  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  the  districts  concerned,  that 
mass  vaccinations  were  not  required,  a  state  of  near-panic  developed 
in  this  district  and  a  considerable  number  of  people  applied  for  vacci¬ 
nation  for  themselves  and  their  children.  In  all,  479  adults  and 
children  were  vaccinated.  The  vaccinations  were  successful  in  all  but 
two  instances.  The  scare  was  a  needless  one,  but  at  least  it  did  good 
to  the  extent  that  a  very  large  number  of  those  who  were  vaccinated  had 
not  previously  been  vaccinated. 


General  Observations 


The  general  health  of  the  district  during  1953  was  fairly  good. 

The  number  of  births  was  much  higher  than  in  1952?  "but  there  was  a  small 
increase  in  the  number  of  deaths.  The  birth-rate  is  higher  than  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales,  but  the  death-rate  is  greater  than  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales.  The  Maternal  Mortality  rate,  after  a  period  of 
years  without  any  maternal  deaths,  went  up  to  23-26  per  1,000  of  total 
births.  The  Infantile  Mortality  is  rather  less  than  in  1952?  and  com¬ 
pares  favourably  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  average  age 
at  death  is  lower  than  it  was  in  1952. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  during  the  year,  and  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  but  a  considerable  decrease  in 
the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough.  There  was  nothing  of  note  in 
the  epidemic  of  Measles,  and  all  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type. 
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General  Observations  (continued) 

The  death-rate  from  Cancer  showed  a  welcome  decrease,  hut  the 
death-rate  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  showed  an  increase. 

Since  no  new  houses  were  erected  by  the  Council  in  1953 ?  the  list 
of  people  waiting  for  a  new  house  is  still  rather  formidable,  and  many 
applicants  who  have  had  their  names  down  for  years,  must  be  despairing 
of  ever  getting  a  new  house.  The  district  still  suffers  from  a  surfeit 
of  old,  dilapidated  houses,  but  they  will  have  to  remain  until  such  time 
as  they  can  be  replaced  by  new,  modern  houses. 

The  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  remain  static, 
in  the  shape  of  one  bowling  green  and  a  playing  field.  As  in  previous 
years,  both  have  been  greatly  appreciated,  and  the  fullest  use  has  been 
made  of  them.  The  youth  of  the  district  are  not  catered  for  sufficiently, 
and  would  welcome  the  provision  of  tennis  courts  and  cricket  and  football 
pitches . 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  by  the  County 
Council  has  again  been  most  useful  and  has  been  well  attended,  but 
once  more  one  has  to  emphasise  the  total  inadequacy  and  unsuitability 
of  the  present  premises. 

The  Council  are  constantly  striving  to  improve  the  district,  both 
culturally  and  from  an  aesthetic  point  of  view,  but  much  remains  to  be 
done,  and  many  years  of  toil  and  determination  lie  ahead  before  hopes 
of  a  better  township  can  be  fully  realised.
